RESOLUTION  C97-012 

A  Resolution  Declaring  that  in  Order  to  Fulfill  the  Asian  Art  Commission's 
Obligation  to  Establish  the  New  Asian  Art  Museum  at  Civic  Center  as  the  Premiere 
Center  of  Asian  Art  and  Culture  in  the  Western  World,  and  to  Protect  and  Preserve 

all  the  Art  Work  Currently  Located  in  the  Old  Library,  and  to  Provide  the 
Architect  with  Maximum  Flexibility  in  Transforming  the  Library  into  a  Museum,  it 
is  Necessary  to  Remove  all  Such  Work  From  the  Building  as  a  Safety  Precaution 
Prior  to  the  Commencement  of  any  Construction  or  Demolition  Work 

WHEREAS,  The  Asian  Art  Museum  of  San  Francisco  houses  one  of  the  largest  and  most 
important  collections  of  Asian  art  and  culture,  spanning  6,000  years  of  civilization  and 
representing  more  than  40  nations;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Museum's  current  space  in  Golden  Gate  Park  is  seismically  unsafe,  inadequate 
and  too  small,  resulting  in  less  than  15%  of  the  beautiful  and  meaningful  objects  in  this  priceless 
collection  being  exhibited  to  the  public;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  voters  of  San  Francisco  have  approved  the  issuance  of  over  $51  million  in 
general  obligation  bonds  for  both  the  seismic  strengthening  of  the  old  Main  Library  and  the 
adaptive  reuse  of  the  library  into  the  new  Asian  Art  Museum  at  Civic  Center;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation  has  agreed  to  raise  from  private  sources  at 
least  $40  million  dollars  to  complete  the  transformation  of  the  old  Main  Library  building  into  a 
high  quality  Asian  Art  Museum,  and  to  date  has  raised  nearly  $30  million;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  transferred  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Old 
Main  Library  building  from  the  Library  Commission  to  the  Asian  Art  Commission  effective  July 
1,1996;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Asian  Art  Museum  is  preparing  to  seek  approvals  required  for  remodeling  and 
converting  the  existing  library  building  to  a  museum,  including  foundation  and  structural  seismic 
work,  the  removal  of  hazardous  materials,  and  selected  demolition;  and 

WHEREAS,  With  a  collection  of  international  significance  and  with  an  obligation  to  protect 
those  objects  which  have  survived  for  hundreds  and  thousands  of  years,  the  Commission  has 
selected  the  esteemed  architect  Gaetana  Aulenti  to  oversee  the  challenge  of  integrating  the 
Museum's  Asian  Art  collection  with  the  classic  Beaux- Arts  building  and  transforming  it  into  a 
center  for  Asian  art,  culture  and  education;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  1 99 1 ,  the  Library  Commission  left  behind  in  the  old  library  certain  works  of  art 
which  the  Art  Commission  has  inventoried  as  follows:  (1)  A  bust  of  Edward  Robeson  Taylor  in 
the  south  niche  of  the  front  entry;  (2)  Five  allegorical  sculptures  by  Leo  Lentelli  on  the  front 
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facade;  (3)  Two  murals  by  Frank  Vincent  Dumond  in  second  floor  reading  rooms;  (4)  Fourteen 
paintings  on  canvas  by  Gottardo  Piazzoni  located  on  the  mezzanine;  and 

WHEREAS,  Contractors,  architects,  and  qualified  art  conservators  have  expressed  concern  that 
the  physical  conditions  that  will  prevail  in  the  old  library  building  during  the  course  of  the 
construction  project  could  potentially  cause  damage  to  the  building  itself  as  well  as  its  contents 
due  to  hazards  which  are  endemic  during  construction  and  which  include,  but  are  not  limited  to 
fire,  flooding,  toxic  spills,  severe  shaking,  and  little  or  no  climate  control;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Piazzoni  paintings,  occupying  over  1250  square  feet  of  wall  space  in  the 
second  floor  loggia,  depict  scenes  of  California's  Coastal  Range  and  the  Central  Valley  and  are  a 
continuous  visual  factor  in  the  space  -  they  are  the  first  images  a  visitor  sees  walking  up  the 
Grand  Staircase,  they  are  visible  from  nearly  every  room  on  the  mezzanine  floor,  as  well  as  many 
vantage  points  from  the  floor  above  the  paintings;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Piazzoni  panels  have  been  examined  by  qualified  conservators  who  have  made 
findings  stating  that  the  condition  of  the  paintings  is  "very  disturbing"  and  that  past  "improper 
care  "  and  a  "lack  of  protection"  has  severely  compromised  the  surfaces  of  the  paintings,  and 
other  deficiencies  were  noted  such  as  severe  deposits  of  grime,  scarred  and  scraped  panels, 
graffiti  damage,  cracking  paint,  and  retouching  and  overpainting  to  conceal  old  damage;  and 

WHEREAS,  These  same  qualified  conservators  have  determined  that  the  paintings  could  be 
removed  safely  with  little  or  no  damage,  thus  making  the  conservation  and  relocation  of  the 
paintings  both  practical  and  feasible  and  would  probably  result  in  less  damage  to  the  art  work 
than  might  be  likely  if  they  were  simply  left  in  place  throughout  the  course  of  construction;  and 

WHEREAS,  It  is  clear  that  there  has  not  been  any  conservation  work  performed  on  these 
paintings  for  many  years,  possibly  not  since  their  installation  over  sixty  years  ago,  that  their 
general  condition  continues  to  decline,  and  that  they  are  in  need  of  conservation  and  protection; 
and 

WHEREAS,  the  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation  has  generously  offered  to  set  aside  up  to 
$250,000  to  conserve,  preserve  and  save  these  paintings  so  that  future  generations  will  be  able  to 
see  and  appreciate  them;  and 

WHEREAS,  Several  prestigious  institutions  have  expressed  an  interest  in  having  the  paintings 
installed  in  their  buildings,  sites  which  would  be  open  and  free  to  the  public  and  provide  a  more 
appropriate  setting  for  these  western  influenced  paintings;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  June  5,  1996,  the  San  Francisco  Art  Commission  made  a  proposal  to  the  Asian 
Art  Commission  offering  to  help  find  new  sites  for  any  art  work  that  is  removed  from  the  library; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Asian  Art  Commission  declares  that  in  order  to  fulfill  its  obligation  to 
establish  the  New  Asian  Art  Museum  at  Civic  Center  as  the  premiere  center  of  Asian  Art  and 
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Culture  in  the  Western  World,  and  to  protect  and  preserve  all  the  art  work  currently  located  in  the 
old  library,  and  to  provide  the  architect  with  maximum  flexibility  in  transforming  the  library  into 
a  museum,  it  is  necessary  to  remove  all  such  work  from  the  building  as  a  safety  precaution  prior 
to  the  commencement  of  any  construction  or  demolition  work;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Commission  directs  the  Director  of  the  Asian  Art  Museum 
to  take  all  action  necessary  to  ensure  that  the  intent  of  this  resolution  is  accomplished.

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  at  its 
April  21,  1997  meeting  passed  a  resolution  [File  No.  197-97-1]  urging  the  Asian  Art 
Commission  to: 

(i)  establish  a  Piazzoni  Murals  Review  Panel  consisting  of  three  members 
(architect  Gaetana  Aulenti  and  two  highly  qualified  art  conservators)  who: 

•  are  members  of  the  American  Institute  for  Conservation  (AIC), 

•  have  been  retained  at  least  once  to  consult  and  advise  on  the 
technical  aspects  of  moving  paintings  on  canvas  (separation  from  a 
wall), 

•  have  successfully  completed  at  least  one  removal  and  restoration 
project  in  this  medium  (painting  on  canvas)  which  includes 
separation  from  wall,  backing  on  new  material,  and  restoration, 

•  must  not  have  previously  given  a  written  opinion  on  the  Piazzoni 
murals,  and 

•  may  not  bid,  if  such  a  bid  occurs,  on  the  job  of  removal  and/or 
restoration  of  the  murals;  and 

(ii)  select  from  a  mutually  agreeable  list  of  conservators  one  highly  qualified 
art  conservator  to  join  Gae  Aulenti  and  one  other  conservator  (selected 
from  the  same  list  by  the  Committee  to  Retain  the  Piazzoni  Murals)  in 
forming  the  three  member  Piazzoni  Murals  Review  Panel,  and
